Can  Drive  Is  Successful 


At  the  November  26  Thanksgiving  As- 
sembly, class  presidents  and  represen- 
tatives expressed   their   thanks  in 
speeches.  A  greater  sign  of  Chatard's 
Thanksgiving  spirit  was  the  23,000 
cans  collected  by  students  for  the  poor. 

Class  points  and  extra  credit  were  the 
other  prompters  for  collecting.  In  class 
competition  seniors  placed  first  with  a 
total  of  7,632  cans,  juniors  second 
with  7,202  cans,  sophomores  third 
with  5,409,  and  freshmen  collected 
2,814  cans.  In  addition  the  Student 
Council  purchased  five  turkeys,  the 
junior's  and  senior's  S20  worth  of 
canned  food  each,  and  the  sophomores 
bought  10  canned  hams  for  S60. 

Fifteen  families,  Little  Sisters  of  the 
Poor,  and  the  Salvation  Army  bene- 
fited from  the  drive.

A  lot  of  work  goes  into  pulling  together 
a  championship  team.  Besides  running 
all  summer  long,  the  Cross  Country 
team  started  the  season  with  a  48  hour 
marathon  and  commando  style  run- 
ning, more  to  test  their  gullibility  than 
their  endurance.
